It will be remembered 
that the bill has been reconsidered and quite -a few of the origin- 
al appropriations cut off so that in its present form, there is lit- 
"tle doubt that it will prove as acceptable to the Senate as to the 
House.

A Splendid Building

ing. The appropriation—$115,000 
for site and 
building—will be 


sufficient to provide a structure 
that will compare favorably witJi 
the Federal buildings 
-of eitieV 


several times larger. In fact, it 
is the policy of the 
government 


to build not just for the present 
but for many years to come. -Just 
•what amount will be expended 
for a site will of course not be 
decided until government officials 
look over the -ground but it is 
safe to say that there will remain 
in the neighborhood of $100.000 
to put into the building. 


Price Must Be Reasonable 
It is expected that shortly after 


the final passage of the bill, of- 
ficials from-the post office depart- 
ment will secure option on all 
available sites. That Uncle Sam 
•will not permit anyone to work "5 
hold.-up game in the purchase of 
a site has been demonstrated in a 
number of 
neighboring 
cities, 


•which have been granted build- 
ings. In some of these cities, the 
owners of favorable sites have 
held out for a prohibitive price 
only to find that another \\n^ 
thosen or that the matter was in- 
definitely delayed.

Prosecutor Klein, it is said, stated that 
there would be little diilieulty in .securing a conviction on the 
•grounds of criminal libel. 


The threatening and slanderous letters received by Mrs. Mur- 


phy were sent through the mail and it is thought that prosecutions 
will also be made in the federal courts on these grounds.

letter received by Mrs. Murphy, Saturday morning after the al- 
leged -attempt had been luade to burn the building, was taken by 
tiie deputy marshals from the state lire department, who are in- 
vestigating the case.
